Tbe month of May was an an- 
osaally dry ooa in Kentacky. 
The crop reports coming to tbia 
offleaasof Jaae 1st, ahow that 
tlitra wag praetically no rainfall 
in Kaatoeky frott May 8lb lo 
June Jst. Almost every report 
apeaks of the drouth, bnt the 
damaga ap to Jaaa IM baa aol 
been senoos. Sinoa Ihii time 
cnpions rains have fallen in many 
portions of the State. The best 
rains bsve occored in the central 
aud eastern portions of the State, 
and showers over limited areas 
have oeeored in the wastarn sea- 
tionp. 

Wheat cutting bas began in the 
sodtbara portion of tba State. 

and the indications are tbat we 
will have a record breaking crop 
in Kentucky. Condition is giv- 
en at 96 per cent at the begin-' 
ning of the harvest, and it is now 
too late for weather conditions 
to preteet iba maturing of a 
large yield of wheat of splendid 
quality. The crop has bnt one 
danger to ran now, and that is, 
an excessive rainfall while in 
shock. Rye has held its own', 
and the condition is given at 9U 
per cent. This crop is praoticallir 
made. Another crop that is 
made aod ready for h&rTest is 
the Bloagraes seed crop, which 
will be large :iml of good quality. 
Condition of Blnegrass is given 
at 97 per cent. 

Tbe corn acreage is given at 
96 per cent, while tbe condition 
is stated at 87 per cent. The 
drootb to a eartain extaat bas 
affected both the planting of the 
corn and tbe condition of (hat 
planted. Tba damage to corn, 
however, is probably not very 
great, ai the rains that have fal- 
len since tbe Mrst of June will 
remedy mnoh of the trouble in- 
dicated by tbe reports. Oati, 
however, with an acreage of 89 
paroaat, baa raffarad matarally 
in condition, the latter dropping 
to 74 per cent. A rain would 
help tbe eats crop some, bat tbia 
can not possibly be a beavy crop 
this year. 

Tobacco beds have suffered in 
a measure from tba droatb. Lack 
of moisture has prevented tbe 
traosplautiug of plauts at the 
propar time, and there are com- 
plaints of the plants i;etting too 
large for transplanting- This 
d,Bmage, however, cannot be con- 
sidared as very serious. Condi- 
tion of BnrJey fobaoco is civen 
at 80 per cent, aud that of dark 
tobaaeoSlpar oant. Out woraia 
aredoin^ considerable daiQaga to 
dolb corn and tobtcoo. 

Alfalfa and orchard grass are 
both given at 86 psr ceut, and 
have not snffered as much from 
tbe drouth as young clover and 
ti moths, which show a oondition 
of 78 per cent. Potatoes have 
suffered luaterially, dropping to 
a ooadilioa of H par oaat. Gar- 
den conditions are given at 80 
per cent. The prospects far a 
large froit erop reuiaius good, 
bat tbe strawbanry erop was cot 
to about 60 per cent of a crop as 
the resnlt of the dry conditions 
at matarity. ladieationsare for 
a large blackberry crop, this be- 
ing given at 96 per ceut ; grapee 
at 87, apples 78, peacees Hi, peaia 
72 and plans 78 per cent. 

All live stock is in good coi - 
ditiou, comparatively apeakiog, 
witb lamba bagiaaiag to show 
the efiTect of short pastures. 
Ooodiyoo of buraas it given at 
ttSparoaot; oatMe N: hogs 91 
and sbeeps aud lambs at 00.
